“Save strong string and box ma­ 
terial and atart to plan shopping,' 
Postmaster 
General 
Frank 
C. 
Walker advises Americans in an. 
nouncing the rules for mailing of 
Christmas gifts for 
Army 
and 
Navy personnel overseas. 
This year the Christmas mailing 
period for both Army and Navy 
overseas forces is the same— Sep­ 
tember 15 to October 15. 
After 
October 15 no gift parcel may be 
mailed to a soldier without the 
presentation of a written request 
from him. 
The great demands upon ship­ 
ping and the need for giving pref­ 
erence to arms, munitions, medicine 
and food is the prime reason for 
the early mailing date. 
Moreover, 
gift parcels must travel great dis 
tances to reach Army and Navy 
personnel who are located at re­ 
mote points, and frequently the 
transfer of large numbers to new 
stat ions necessitates forwarding of 
the packages and additional time 
is req mud. 
“ The r< spouse that our people 
made last. year during the overseas 
mailing period demo'j*,*rated that 
they '.'.ii! cooperate in any measure 
designed for the welfare of our 
armed 
forces 
personnel,” 
Mr. 
Walker said. 
“It is not easy to 
co n c e n t ra te on Christmas gifts in 
the midst of warm weather here at 
home but our people recognized 
tilt need, and because they want 
the men and women who are ab­ 
sent from their homes to know that 
they are not forgotten at Christ­ 
mas they took pains 
to 
assure 
prompt delivery of Christmas gifts. 
“ I know that our people will 
observe the overseas mailing sched­ 
ule once more this year hut I do 
wish to stress this fact: More care 
must be taken in wrapping and 
packing parcels securely and ad­ 
dressing them clearly 
and 
cor­ 
rectly. 
“ It is not a pleasant thing to 
visit a postal concentration center 
and see the numbers of Christmas 
parcels which will 
never 
reach 
“I nm sorry that anyone ever 
mentioned that the size of a shoe 
box is the approximate limit for 
servicemen and servicewomen. Post 
office nersonnel have orders to fie 
everything they can to effect de­ 
livery of such gifts, because we 
know how important they are for 
tlie happiness of the armed forces 
Too frequently, nothing can he 
done. 


i t they must he packed in boxes 
made of metal, wood, solid fiber­ 
board, or strong double-faced cor­ 
rugated fiberboard, rei n f o r c cd 
with strong gummed paper tape or 
tied with strong twine. 
If both 
tape and strong twine are used, so 
much the better. 
If the outer 
wrapper is crushed—and this :.*•* 
likely lo happen—the loss of con­ 
tents may be prevented if fiber­ 
board boxes are wrapped in heavy 
paper. 
shoe box is the hest possible con­ 
tainer. 
We must he mindful that 
these gifts must travel far, with 
shipping space crowded. 
lf the 
gifts are to be protected in trans- 
packages intended for gift mail­ 
ings overseas. 
Unhappily many

“ We were linable to deliver many 
parcels which families and friend4** 


- e o f to m e n and women overseas 
la t. year because they w< t e cm h ■ 
ed in Transit ami the gift and the 
outside wrapper became s e p a r a t e d .

. bown on tbo inside wrapper.

advise that ev el yone write t ho ad­ 
dress of ti e sender and addr* s s e e 
inside the package as well as out- 
1 si ie. 
“(’hristmas gifts mean much to 
our 
people 
overseas. 
Because 
i t rong twine, heavy 
paper 
and 
boxes and fiberboard will : rove 
(1f real help in making delivery of 
gifts possible I urge those at home 
to begin saving these materials 
now. 
As time goes on they are 
going to become even more scarce 
than they are now.” 
Among the more important rules 
for Christmas mailings 
to 
the 
armed forces overseas are the fol­ 
lowing: 
The parcel must not exceed f iv e 
pounds, and must not he more than 
15 inches in length or 36 inches in 
length 
and girth 
combined. 
It 
should be marked “Christmas P ar­ 
cel” so that it may he given spe­ 
cial attention to assure its arrival 
before December 25. 
Not more than one parcel may 
he mailed in any one week to the 
same member of the armed forces 
by or in behalf of the same mailer 
When combination packages are 
made up of such items as miscel­ 
laneous toilet articles, hard cand­ 
ies, soaps, etc., the contents should 
be tightly packed so that they will 
not become loosened in transit and

Growing winter cover crops such 
aa rye and vetch will help to solve 
tho feed problem, conserve the soil j 
and maintain soil fertility, district j 
supervisor J E Wilhite stated. He 
urged that such crops be planted aa 
soon as possible In order that fall 
grazing will be provided.

The American Red Cross has 
begun a nation-wide program to 
help next-of-kin select and pack 
items for packages. 
In every Red 
Cross chapter. Home Service rep­ 
resentatives

families with relatives in prison 
camps, and any one in Wise coun­ 
ty wishing

should contact 
the proper officials. 
Here are a few hints from the 
Red Cross on what to send prison­ 
ers of war and how to pack boxes: 
BOOKS. 
Men in prison camps 
want good reading. Publishers will 
mail your selections for you. Nov­ 
els written before the war, histori­ 
cal novels, and mystery stories with 
no war angle stand the best chance 
of getting by the censors. 
FOOD. American prisoners want 
food most of all, but they won’t 
food that will be edible when it 
reaches them. 
Examiners at the 
Censor’s office suggest dehydrated 
foods like soups, and fruits and 
vegetables. 
Vitamin pills are fav­ 
ored too—especially the kind that 
have several different vitamins in 
each pill. 
CLOTHING. 
Small 
items 
of 
clothing are gratefully received. 
But some fam ilies do not realize 
that it may take two months for 
packages to reach prison camps. 
Lightweight 
clothing 
mailed 
in 
summer may reach the prisoner 
when snow is on the ground. 
TOILETRIES. These are always 
welcome, but should 
be 
packed 
carefully, especially when put in 
the same box with food. 
Although 
every package for a prisoner of 
war is repacked at the Censor s 
office, the contents, in many cases 
have already been damaged by the 
time it reaches the Examiner, and 
damaged contents must be remov­ 
ed. 
All mail is sent free to pros- 
oncrs oi war, except air mail, 
which costs six cents. 
SPECIFICATIONS: 
Each per­ 
son receiving a label for a prisoner- 
of-war package is given a list of 


acceptable items. 
No box 
may 
weigh over l l pounds, not exceed 
18 inches in length, or 42 inches 
length and girth combined. Pack­ 
ages must be mailed in August to 
reach their destination by Christ­ 
mas. 
A little care and thought will go 
a long way towards bringing a 
welcome touch of home to prison­ 
ers in strange and distant lands.

An appeal is made to all house­ 
wives to use all “loose change” in 
tokens before using other stamps 
from ration books, thus keeping 
tokens in circulation. 
Hoarding of 
tokens makes it necessary to man­ 
ufacture more and more tokens. 
In addition to this needless ex­ 
pense, it ties up equipment and 
machinery needed for manufactur­ 
ing other items. 
All ration stamps, both for pro­ 
cessed foods and meat are valid 
indefinitely — hoarding 
doesn’t 
help anyone.
